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A Mystery About the Lakes. 


There is & mystery abont the American 


lakes. Lake Erie is only sixty or seventy 
fe«t deep, bnt Lake OntBrio, which la 
five hundred feet deep, is 23(1 feet deep 
below the level ol the ocean, or as low 
as most parts of the-Gulf of St. Law- 
rence; and the bottoms ol Lakes Huron, 
Michigan and Superior, although the 
surface is much higher, all are from their 
vast depths on a level with the bottom 
oJ Ontario. Now as the Detroit river, 
after allowing all the probable portion 
carried off by evaporation, doea not 
apnear by any means equal to the 
quantity of water which tho three 
tipper lakes receive, it has been conjec- 
tured that a subterranean river may run 
from Lak» Superior, from the Hnron, to 
Lake Ontario. This conjecture is not 
imposrible,.and accounts for the singu- 
lar fact that herring and salmon arp 
caught in all the lakes communicating 
with the St. Lawrence and no others. 
As the falls of Niagara must have always 
eristed, it would puzzle the naturalist to 
gay how theae fish got into tho upper 
lake without some subterranean river. 
Periodical examinations of the river 
would furnish a not improbable solution 
of the mysterious infltn and reflux of 
the lakes.

Last nighl he 
took pleasure in relating to Judge Wil- 
liami (brother of the wealthy general, 
Tom Williams'), in my presence, the rise 
and progress of the TRIBUNE, and the 
history of its youthful founder.

New arrival* ware constantly coming iu, 
both of legislators and office-hunters. 
Every face was closely scanned, hand- 
shaking was profusely indulged m, buzz- 
ing was mighty brisk, bntton-holmg 
was pursued with a commendable en- 
ergy ; old acquaintances were eagerly 
renewed, and a 
wonderful interest 


evinced for the welfare of every one hav- 
ing any influence. Candidates for offices 
of all kinds were therc.m full force, from 


houses, to the handsome and bright- 
eyed boys who aspire lo be pages, which 
the sublime code in the concentration 
of its unvarying wisdom commands, 
must also undergo the ordeal of election 
by tho members of both houses. The 
little fellows, whose number is legion, 
and it ho do credit to tbe parental func- 
tions of Sacramento, urged their claims 
on the patronage of the members pres- 
ent with perfnacity and Hull. Last 
night, in fact, was particularly their 
night, and the canvass for tl e speaker- 
ships nnd other offices, was not "near so 
wane as was theirs. I noticed many of 
the various candidates present, and each 
one lent his eats with wonderful willing- 
ness. To-day is caucus day, and ere I 
close this letter, I will probably be able 
to inform you who are the lucky candi- 
dates. The papers and correspondents 
have been probably indulging m their 
speculations on the subject of choices, 
but the choice for each office will depend 
so much upon trading value, that it IK 
useless to talk about favorites.

The same gentleman 
contemplates a new mnnieipal Taw which 
would preclude the possibility of un- 
equal indebtedness aod the issuance 
of bonds.
